They have further decided that to increase enrolment m the non-credit non-certificate 
classes, they need to cut the dass time from approximately 16 weeks to approximately 8 
weeks. You would think that such a drastic cut m dass time would result m a significant 
decrease in tuition, but no. They have decided the tuition and fees should be raised from the 
$275 the students were paying for a ful semester to $475 plus a $25 lab fee. 

They have not started moving any machinery from El Rito. nor have they tried to repair any 
of the machines. There are several completely inoperable pieces of equipment as wefl as none of 
the machines have been property maintained. To plane a board on the poorly maintained 
planes, leaves a student with hours of hand-sanding to achieve a smooth surface, as the 
planes leave grooves and gouges m the stock. The lab fee sure does seem to be a bargain.
